Hon. R. G. Reid New 
Provincial Premier 


Hon. R. G. Heid has been selected 
by the U.F’.A. government members 
in caucus, as the successor to Premier 
Brownlee. Hon. George Hoadley re¬ 
fused to consider Jthe premiership, de¬ 
spite the influence in his favor. Mr. 
Brownlee will still retain his seat as 
private member representing. Ponoka 
district, 

The resignation of John E. Brown¬ 
lee as premier of Alberta, followed 
the verdict of the jury on the Brown- 
lee-Ma'cMillan case. Although Justice 
Ives later ovenuled the jury, throw¬ 
ing out the award“given to the plain¬ 
tiffs—father afiit daughter—and as¬ 
sessing them with the costs of the ac¬ 
tion, Mr. Brownlee’s resignation still 
stood. Members of the government 
met jn caucus on July 3, to appoint a 
premier and on Thursday morning an¬ 
nounced their decision. 

Other names were under discussion 
it is understood, including Robert 
Gardiner, M.P., president of the L'.F’. 
A.; G. G. Coote, M.P. for Macleod; 
Alfred Speakman, M.P., for Red Deer 
and Hon. F’rank Grisdale, newly ap¬ 
pointed Alberta Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture. - 

Amongst rumors’in connection with 
the U.F’.A. caucus was the suggestion 
that Mr. Hoadley might head a Coali¬ 
tion government made up of Conser¬ 
vatives, Labor, Independent and F’ar- 
mer. This, however, did not material¬ 
ize. Mr. Hoadley who is 68 years of 
age is the dean of the legislature. He 
has served the Okotoks district since 
1909; as Conservative house leader 
for many years from 1909 to 1921. In 
1921 he became one of the strong 
leaders of the U.F'.A. party, was tak¬ 
en into the Greenfield cabinet as Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture, adding later to 
his duties the Ministry of Health. 

In connection with the Brownlee- 
MacMillan case, the many conflicting 
rumors have caused great disquietude 
and uncertainty amongst the people 
of the province. It has been suggest¬ 
ed that a Royal Commission may be 
asked to investigate and make public, 
all features and elements contributory 
to-the case. It is felt that it is in 
public interest that these persistent 
rumors be definitely proved or silenc¬ 
ed. n 

The circumstances attending the 
resignation of Premier Brownlee have 
saddened the entire province. Since 
1925 he has been Premier of Alberta. 
During his term of olfico he has held 
the esteem of the electorate, and has 
carried his province through many 
difficult years. He has been a pillar 
of strength to the United Farmers,, 
reconciling many conflicting elements 
and holding them together as a pow¬ 
erful group. He has been able to in¬ 
spire and retain confidence to an ex¬ 
traordinary degree. Amongst those 
not connected with (he Farm party, 
Premier Brownlee has been admired 
for his ability and respected for his 
fairness. Nothing sadder or more re¬ 
grettable has ever occurred in Can¬ 
ada’s political life than the circum¬ 
stances under which his resignation 
has been tendered.

When the returns come in 
with the majority of investors, no better olf than before, 
they usually figure that their little flier has paid them in 
tjte brief and tantalizing dream of fortune. 

The main argument against lotteries appears to be the 
waste that is involved, the loss to the multitude, With 
compensation only to the lew. Governments in attempt¬ 
ing to prevent citizens trom investing fitly cents or a dol¬ 
lar on a “chance,” have not yet met with much success. 

An English paper advocates a pian by which the. vice 
of gambling, il vice it be, may oe turned to useful pur¬ 
pose. The plan involves the issue of a public loan in $o.()U 
subscription units, to be repaid without interest in five 
years time. Two and a half per cent of the total sub¬ 
scription would be reserved for prizes and drawn ior at 
-half yearly periods. The chance of winning a prize would 
be increased over the usual lotteries, and the subscribed 
would be able to collect his $5.UU ticket at the expiration 
o.f a' five year term. — 

A Calgary citizen recently piesented a somewhat simi¬ 
lar plan that might work out to Alberta s benefit; He 
suggested provincial bonds of $34.00 each, with interest 
over a 25 year term of slightly less than 3 per cent. The 
government, however, would charge itself 4 per cent, in¬ 
terest, and the extra 1 per cent would furnish the piize 
money. The bond issue named at $34,000,000 would give 
$310,000 in prize money each year. 2,315 prizes distrib¬ 
uted yearly would range from $25,000 to $100 each. The 
2,315 bonds drawn as winners would have to be surren¬ 
dered and cancelled. At the end of 25 years, $1,061,700 
•worth of bonds would^Jave been cancelled, and the re¬ 
maining bonds would have to be paid at a cost of $32,032,- 
200. The government thus gets cheap mqpey, makes mon¬ 
ey on the deal, gives everyone participating a gamble. And 
no one loses anything. 'The bond carries the virtue of an 
investment, with the thrill of a possible prize.

the expensive habits of living into which governments 
have fallen, and their inability to retrench to the degree 
that has become necessary.in individual living. The Post 
suggests that a new Government should inaugurate a less- 
complex system of government, and one within the ability 
of ratepayers to support. 

The Post says: “It may have been a shock to Ontario 
.citizens to read that there are seventeen government-ap¬ 
pointed commissions operating in Ontario with members 
drawing round $200,000 in salaries per year. Some are 
not full time employees but get. $15 a day for meetings. 
Amongst the Hoards are Minimum Wage, Mothers’ Al- 
lowance, Old Age Pensions, Civil*Service, Examiners cif 
Engineers, Marketing Hoard, Agricultural Development, 
Ontario Municipal Hoard, Ontario Securities, Liquor Con¬ 
trol, Railway Commission, Moving Picture Censors, etc. 
The salaries range from $18,000 for the Hydro-Electric 
chairman, down through the thousands to $1500. 

“When one considers that these boards and commissions 
costing about $200,006 a year in salaries, in addition to 
other costs ol maintenance, are a part oi the expense of 
carrying on the work of the province, it brings a realiza¬ 
tion that' we are over-governed. A glance at the salaries 
paid to some of those officials would lead one to believe 
that they are far from being pittances, and there may be 
reason to suppose that a good deal of the work could be 
carried on just as effectively as a branch of.the govern¬ 
ment.

Socialism aims at a society in which the worker is paid 
the full value of the services he performs; in which pro¬ 
duction, distribution, and other social services are for use 
and not for private profit; and in which the people are all 
equal citizens in a great democratic state in which private 
income from dividends, interest’and rent has been abolish¬ 
ed. Government ownership is a move towards socialism. 

Communism aims at a society with communal owner¬ 
ship ami administration by the working classes- Commun¬ 
ism takes every means to strengthen the state and its con¬ 
trol ov er peoples' lives. . 

Anarchism is the philosophy of personal liberty. The 
doctrine of anarchists rests upon the belief that govern¬ 
ments depend upon violence and are therefore wrong and 
harmful. Voluntary agreement among its members instead 
of political government is advocated. 

Syndicalism believes in the workers getting controt of 
the industry and running it. The workers then would 
make the profit instead of the capitalists. The syndicalist 
believes that when the workers control all industry they 
will run the government.— Hanna Herald.

Mr. Bennett has called the atten¬ 
tion of the House of Commons to the 
prevalence of perjury in Canadian 
courts. This crime, he said, had in¬ 
creased enormously in recent years. 
He knew of cases even where human 
life was- sacrificed for greed and gain. 
Perjury often appeared a trivial of¬ 
fense to a man held on a more ser¬ 
ious case. To escape one offense he 
committed another and the practice 
was very prevalent. 

Perjury is declared in the criminal 
code to be an assertion as to a mat¬ 
ter of fact, opinion, belief or know¬ 
ledge, made by a witness in a judicial 
proceeding as part of his evidence, 
upon oath or affirmation, whether 


On the closing day of Parliament, 
Mr. Donnelly, M.P., for Saskatchewan 
and Charles Stewart, spoke verj 
pointedly on the: matter of gasoline 
prices in the West urging need of in¬ 
vestigation. 

“ The tariff on gasoline," said Mr. 
Donnelly, “is still too high. 1 have a 
waybill covering a tank ear of gaso- 
i one brought to Wilcox, Sask., from 
L'.S. The cost of the gas at the re¬ 
finery was $305; the duty $299.77. 
But even after paying enormous 
duty, equal ip the original price, the 
gas could be laid down at Wilcox at 
a price 18.0 cts. a gallon, whereas the 
cheapest the farmers can buy gas 
from the Imperial Oil at Regina, laid 
down at Wilcox is 10.7 cts. In other 
words they were taking full advan¬ 
tage of the duty, and charging more 
for gas than the price at which it 
could be imported. 

“These conditions should be recti¬ 
fied. The duty of 2'a cts. a gallon is 
ridiculous, and the excise tax of an 
additional 3 per cent, results in great 
injustice. The investigation we had 
last year into gasoline prices disclos¬ 
ed that the manufacture of gasoline 
cost less than 1 cent a gallon. The 
people in Western Canada are paying 
l7 cts. freight per 100 pounds for 
crude oil front Tulsa, and the freight 
on gasoline from that point runs up 
51.40 per 100 pounds.- The oil com¬ 
panies of Canada take advantage ot 
the JVs cts. duty and 3 per cent, ex¬ 
cise, and yet the farmers can import 
gas after paying all the duty and 
enormous freight charges cheapei 
than they can buy it in Regina. 

“1 know of a company in Regina 
called the Highway Gas Company. It 
began by bringing in crude from Tul¬ 
sa as well as from Alberta. At the 
end of ten months that company was 
in position, selling gasoline 4 cents 
per gallons below the Imperial -oil 
price, to declare an 8 per cent, profit 
a special bonus of 5 per cent and to 
buy'back 20 per cent of its preferred 
shares. In other words it had a 33 l‘-3 
per cent profit in a ten month period 
after selling gas at I cts. lower than 
(he Imperial Oil. 

“This company was a thorn in the 
flesh of the Imperial Oil. After try¬ 
ing to get rid of the independent com¬ 
panies by competitive prices, and so 
on, last spring, an agent came from 
Chicago (supposed to be an independ¬ 
ent agent) to buy the independent re¬ 
finers. , He'went to one company, the 
plant of which was valued at $39,000, 
and paid .*125,000,for it. In order to 
get their money back, the next day, 
they shot up prices on distillate 1 cts. 
a gallon, and the farmers had to pay 
the excess price paid for the refinery. 

"The same thing happened in Mon¬ 
treal, at the LaSalle independent com¬ 
pany, and the price of gas was im¬ 
mediately raised. 

Should Remove Excise 

The excise tax of 1 1 4 cts. -an im¬ 
perial gallon should he taken away, 
and the duty on gas reduced to 1 ceiil 
a gallon. A protection of 2 1 and 
3 per cent excise prevail at present. 
An investigation of gasoline prices 
hould be mape by the price spread, 
committee. 

“There is no one factor which af¬ 
fects our Western farmers more than 
I he price of gasoline. It affects every 
man who has a car, or gas engine. 

Mr. Stewart of Edmonton, contin¬ 
ued: “There is something radically 
wrong with the sale of gas in Can¬ 
ada. Whether the remedy is to wipe 
out the tariff altogether, I cannot say. 
Last fall in Edmonton, I paid 30 cts. 
per gallon for gas, and arriving in 
Ottawa three days later, the retail

chickens also reach their highest num¬ 
bers at this time, due to the dry 
springs being favorable for the chicks 
and the abundant food supply for 
young grasshoppers, said Dr. Bird, of 
the Dominion Entomological Branch 
in a talk to the Kirfsman club at 
Brandon, Man. ., 

The history of outbreaks of grass¬ 
hoppers showed, he said, that they oc¬ 
curred in definite cycles which were 
associated with similar cycles of dry 
years, whether or not the dry. periods 
be caused by sun spots. With that in¬ 
formation in mind, it was to be ex¬ 
pected that the present grasshopper 
outbreak might terminate in the 
next year or so, and that probably 
another outbreak would occur in 1933
